Alarm System tested and 
Oiven The Exclusive 
Contract. 



The Home Telephone Company 
announced itself ready with its fire 
alarm system Wednesday of this 
week and turned in a test alarm. 
It so happened that the com- 
pany was notified the same day 
that the Cumberland ws-uld 
take out its instruments August 1, 
or demand a new contract with the 
city. The Home service had been 
adopted, but with the uoderstand- 
ng that the chaujfe would >>e de- 
layed until the Home w« ready 
with its system. The notice of the 
Cumberland, fortunately, came at 
the right time, and the Home 
Company was not caught unpre- 
pared. The new system, the most 
complete of any town in Kentucky, 
is now in working order and after 
this week fire alarms can only be 
turned in over the Home phones. 
All that is necessary is to pull No. 
5 on any instrument and press the 
button. That rings the alarm in 
every fireman's residence, at the 
police headquarters, fire depart- 
ment, Forbes* -'wild cat whistle ' 
engine room and the central office. 

Central at once notifies all par- 
ties of the location of the fire. 

The adoption of the Home service 
exclusively by the city for tire and 
police protection is a big triumph 
for the new company. It has issued 
a oew list of 50 subscribers added 
since July 15, which will be found 
in to day's Kentuckian. The city 
directory now contains about 550 
subscribers, with new names be- 
ing added every day.

Same Old Story of Russian Re 
treat From New 
Chwang 

ashington, July 28 — Tae Brit- 
Government yesterday sent in- 
stiuctions to its Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg to protest energeti- 
cally against the sinking of the 
British steamer Knight Commander 
by the Russian Vladivostok squad- 
Tne fullest indemnity will be 
demanded, and unless this is 
promptly acceded to measures will 
be taken to follow up the diplomatic 
demands. The State Department 
at Washington has received from 
the Portland Milling Company, of 
Oregon, through senator J. H. 
Mitchell, a formal protest against 
the seizure of American goods by 
the Russian navy. The protest is 
because of the seicire of a cargo 
of flour on the steamer Arabia. 

The New Chwang correspondent 
of a Losdon paper sajs the Japan- 
ese are not pursuing the Russians, 
as ihey desire to co-operate with 
the First army in a decisivs battle 
between Hai Cheng and Liao Yang, 
"which, even in the opinion of Rus 
sian officers, will result in a Rus- 
sian defeat and will terminate the 
campaign."

ty. One of these, the Eiffel Tower, 
was designed atfd built by a 
Frenchman at Paris for the expo- 
sition of 1886; the other, the Ferris 
wheel, was designed and built by 
the late Geo. W. G. Ferris for the 
World's Columbian Exposition at 
Cbicag , in 1893. 

Paris agajq held a great ex 
sitioo iu 1900, but failed to pryd 
any feature to take the place of the 
Eiffel Tower. In America, St 
Louis, in 1 VMI4, planned and pro 
duced the greatest exposition ihi 
world has ever seen. Scores ol at 
tempts were made to invent some 
thing more wonderful and more at 
tractive thau the Ferris Wheel, but 
as Paris failed to outdo hej Eiffel 
Tower, so did St. Louis fail to 
equal the far famed Ferris Wheel 
f the World's Columbian Kxposi 
tion of 1903. Arrangements were 
rsadc accordingly to bring the Fer- 

s Wheel to the Louisiana Pur 
chase Exposition, and it was given 
a location near the geographical 
center of the grounds. 

The problem of moving the Ferris 
Wheel from Chicago to St. Louis 
was stupendous— 4,200 tons of ma- 
terial, including the 70 ton axle, 
besides engines, boilers and der 
ricks and faisuwork, had to he 
transported. Oae hundred and 
fifty-fi*e treight cars were rtquired 
to move this material. 

A briel resume ot the dimensions 
and description of the Ferris 
Wheel may be interesting, the 
wheel is buil*. upon the bicycle 
principle, with immense tension 
spokes 2 15-16 inches in diameter. 
The wheel is 25o Icet in diameter 
and stands 264 teet high. In reality- 
it is two wheels securely braced 
together. Between the outer rims 
of these wheels the 11-ton cars are 
suspended on (> 'x >»cb pins, 6 feet 
long. These cars are 13 feet long, 
9 feet high, and v ill carry 60 per- 
sons each. There arc 36 oi th^m, 
so the total capacity of the wheel is 
2,160 persons. Al several times in 
its history the wheel has been tilled 
to its capacity. The axle of the 
wheel is a solid steel forging, 32 
inches in diameter aad 45 teet long. 

The solid brooz.- bearings upon 
which it rests are each 6 teet Jong 
acd contain nearly ivQt cf

is perfectly safe, even io the most 
violent storms. The side vibration 
of the wheel in an 80 mile an hour 
wind is less than half an-inch. 
The wheel i» run by a double re- 
»ersing engine with cylinders 30x48 
iu., capable of developing 2.000 
horsepower. The power is apphed 
through a series of cogs to a 
sprocket chain which engages wide 
cogs on the outside of each rim. 

Two revolutions are given each 
passenger, and the time required is 
from 20 to 30 minutes. The view 
during this halt-hour ride is most 
interesting and instructive. Grad 
ually, as the majestic and mighty 
wheel rolls one up higher and 
higher, a grand panorama unfolds 
itself to view. A fifty million dol- 
lar Exposition in all its grandeur 
is before you. The location of the 
wheel in the center of the lair 
grounds give one an opportunity to 
thoroughly familiarize themselves 
with the lay of the grounds and gtt 
a better general idea of the fan 
than they could by days of tramp 
ing. The Cascades, the Plateau cf 
States, all the big buildings, the 
Pike, Festival Hall, the Art Build- 
ing, Foreign Buildings, Philippine 
Reservation, the Air Ship Enclo 
sure, in tact, every point of interest 
in the grounds can be seen from the 
big wheel. Ia addition, one gets a 
view of St. Louis, the Mississippi 
River, and the beautiful forests, 
hills and dales for fifty miles 
around. At night, the view of the 
illumination of the buildings and 
grounds is simply magnificent. Eye 
has not seen nor ear heard of a 
more striking spectacle than the 
night view ot the great exposition 
from the top of the Ferris Wheel. 

Hundreds of thousands of incan- 
descent lights bring the outlines ot 
all the buildings in bold relief. The 
Festival Hall aod the Plateau of 
States are flooded in turn with 
white, red and green lights, mak- 
ing a startling and very beautiful 
effect. The best point to view this 
grand illumination is from the 
Ferris Wheel.
